Kelvin, 

"There yet remains MacNaughton the 
conversationalist. A month 'or so ago; 
a well Icnown graduate said that he 
was almost afraid to converse with 
Prof. MacNaughton in case by. any 
chance he should contradict. him. This, 
indeed, may seem a strong statement, 
yet it stands as a proof 'bf the earn- 
estness of the tones of the rtian' when 
he engages in serious conversation. It 
was. Indeed, a common sight ' in the 
earUer days ot the. war to see Prof. 
MacNaughti>n clutch his companion's 
arm with a firm grasp in order to im- 
press a point; in fact, on one occa- 
sion, he has been known to shake the 
coat lapels ot the listener with un- 
knowing vehemence. In -conversa- 
tion, too. appears In its fullest bloom 
the power of striking phraseology and 
comparfson. So well known is this 
that It Is unnecessary to quote, in- 
stances. One last outstanding' fea- 
ture seen especially in MacNaughton 
tho conversationalist is his abaoluta 
freedom and candour In the expression 
of his opinion. A spade is always a 
spade wherever or whenever It !s used, 
perhaps it even gains an epithet if 
the occasion or the earnestness do- 
mand It. * 

"This is the head of the classical de- 
partment oft McGill University us seen 
through eyes perhaps biased in his 
favor, beoause they have seen bhoa 
often and admired him much. No 
one, indeed, can associate long or 
closely with Prof. MacNaughton with 
out coming under the spell ot his per- 
sonality. ' Hé drags out the best that 
is in a student it there is anything to 
drag; he leaves In the heart of bud 
ding classical scholars a sense ot awe 
at his learning, and shame at tho'.r 
Ignorance, while above all he im- 
presses on those whom he mieets an 



scrolls, as graceful as those that adora 
the Baths ot Tiiue, and the best taoasea 
in Pompeii. The Viharas. or convenie 
of Ajanta, near Bomt»ay, contain 
fresco palnttngs ot high merit, whose 
age may be reckoned at fourteen hun- 
dred years. Grandeur of form, com- 
bined with no small beauty ot detail, 
diJitinguiabes many ot the old temples 
In Southern India. Tlie Great Pa-| 
goda of Tanjore, datiug from thej 
T«nth Century of oOr era, tapers up-j 
ward through story after story to a; 
height of two hundred feet. The 
wondrous temple of Hallbed in My- 
sore, built by a Brahman architect for 
a Jain king, 'S carved all over with 
designs of such exquisite beauty that 
they still form models for the carved 
sandal-wood ot that province. Oris 
aa, famed for the worship of Jagan- 
nath, and rich in architectural re- 
mains, can boast of a tamplo al Bhu 
bancswai- eleven or twelve centuries 
old, unsurpassed for lofty and solid 
grandeur. In Rajputana the temples 
of Baroli and Chltor dulm special no- 
tice for the delicate tultncsa and 
classic grace of their scj-.ptured de- 
tails. The massive ruins of pillared 
temples in Kashinir cavr>- us back to 
the first centuries of our era, and 
seem to attest the influence of Greek 
>ipon Indian art. indîa, in shovt, 
abounds in architectural remains of 
exceeding beauty and great age, in the 
shape of temples, palaces, tanks, col- 
onnades, bridges, castles, and fortified| 
towns, many of which in the begin-, 
nlng of the Fifth Century charmed | 
the gaze of the Chinese traveller Fa I 
Hlen. 

"In works of engineer.^.ng skill,: 
Southern 'India appear.? to htve ex-! 
celled from the earliest times. The; 
tanks and reservoirs, which' every- 1 
where feed tho country wi'.h water; 
gathered from a thousand streams and 
from skies laden with tioplcal mois- 
ture, are often of vast size, with stone- 
faced embankments fifty feet wide, 
and sluices admirably t'.tted for their 
work. In old days, when iron was 
plentiful, India won the name she has 
not yet lost tor skill in the making 
of fine ateel. The beet of the Da- 
mascus blades have been trv.ced \o the 
workshops ot western India. For 
skillful or artistic workmanship in 
gold, sitlver and other metals, in ivory, i 
earthenware, muslins, woollens, bro- 
cades, and preciotis stones, thé arti- 
sans of India were renowned ages be-i 
fore our English forefathers landed in; 
Britain. From the earliest recorded { 
dates the Hindus appear to have .been 
active inercbaats, neat-handed work- 
men, and patient tarmeri. It is prob- 
able that the 3old of Opbir, it is cer- 
tain that the spicery borne by Arab 
traders to Egypt in tho time of Jo- 
seph, came froin Indian mails. The 
pepper of modem trade is sUll called 
by its old Indian name. It was out 
of Indian ivory that Phidias carved 
his statues of ° M|nerva and the Ob-m- 
plan Jove, indigo, as' its name de- 
notes, was an old Indian product, 
known to Europe in the time of Pliny, 
if not before. Prom the same coun- 
try came sugar, which, iatroduced into 
Europe by Greek merchants, tietrays 
its Indian origin in the name it still 
bears throughout the civilized world 
(our word 'sugar,' German Zucker, 
Greek saccharon, evidently came trom 
the Sanskrit and Persian 'shakhar*)."

' tances in civilized countries with the 
m-otor or railway train. Where the 

' aeroplane sucres is over long dis- 
laiicos, say 200 miles or more, and In 
countries where roada are scarce «ad 
bad and railways non-existent 

I Some l\»t> years before the war as 
engineering firm was engaged in lay- 

j ing down an oil pipe, from wells tibout 
100 luile; tip country, to a certain port 

1 abroad. A member of the firm in 
question was seized wltli the brilllaat 
idea that the engineer in charge bf 
the work could do his work better 
by aeioiilane than by land. He had 
to superintend the work of many hun- 
rirorl,-, of native laborers, working in 
big «anga at various points along the 

; line. If he stairted at one end it took 

; him a week or two before he had 
completed his inspectlone, and if any- 
ihinc wont wrong at a distant point 
it u-.nk hini several Idays before ho 
could «et there by trekking over the 
desert. The originator of the aero- 
plane scheme held quite rightly that 
if he could go direct from end to end 
in a louiilc of hours and travel from 
U.:\n'- !i' in a few mimites 

uoulil H'kl c-i.uisidcrably to the effi- 
ciency of thç Job. But the idea did 
not work in practice, for whilst ihe 
originator of the idea bought an aero- 
lilaii'^ aud learned to fly it himself, it 
luvcr aiii\e<l ai ilie place where the 
woik wa.s being carried on. 

.Nevertheless, such atachcme would 
be a perfectly simple bualnesg propo- 
sition to-day. War planes have (Iowa 
in E:gypt, the Soudan, in Syria, and in 
.Mosoimtamiii, and have demonstrated 
that it possible and pven easy tf 
cover hundreds of miles a day over 
deserts with unfailing regularity in 
all kinds <of weather. There would 
he no need for an engineer in 
eharse of a big pipe line or railway 
ronsirin iion lo learn to fly himself, for 
he w€iild merely engage a firat-class 
aviator, ' reliable and atetdy, with 
plenty i of war experienoe as a kind 
of superior chauffeur. Each gang of 
wni'kmfTi would provide and prepare 
.T landing place at the scene of their 
operation?, and the engineer would be 
conveyHl from gang to gang at the 
respectable speed of 100 miles per 
hour. 

Here is a concrete example -of h«w 
aeroplanes become a business propo- 
sition to any big engineering firm en- 
gaged in railwB.v or road construction 
in undeveloped countries. Such uaes 
can be extended In many waya. The 
dost of the upkeep of the Aeroplane 
and the wages of the pilot and of tha 
mcr iianics to keep the machine In 
tune, would soon be paid for out of the 
sums now needed for slow rail and 
boat transit, and for horaet, oamala, 
carts, bearers, and ao forth neceaaary 
for desert or bush transit Simi- 
larly the big oil or mining firms whoae 
operations arc conducted In poorly 
developecd countries will finUi it a «Im- 
pie business pTOpoeition to maintain 
a small fleet of aeroplanes with 
mechanics and pilots, so that their 
officials— whetiier engineer*, oaahlen, 
bookkeepers, or busineas maaagera, 
can travel from well to well, or fnmi 
mine to mine, or frwn headquarters 
on the coast to the scene of operatloos 
inland, comfortably, quickly and safely 
Those who Imagine that an aero- 
plane needs a 300-acre field In wliich 
to land will do well to remember tliat 
nritish pilots to the Rioyal Air Force, 
and French pilots also, have flown 
regularly over mountalna, starting 
from and landing In littio patches 
.cf level grouna In tbe TaUeys. Boyml 
Flying Corps aviators have also flown 
constantly over the Afghan Hilts 
aroiinfl the Khyber Pass during the 
troubles cn the Indian northwest fron- 
tier, and likewise American aviators 
have flown over tlie moimtatXM «ad 
volcanoes of Mezioo, «nd on old-taah* 
lotted underpowered macliinei. 
In the inspection - ot raadiea tliare 



there is little doubt htat before long 
the owner of a vast sheep i*un in 
South Ameriea oir Austr.aJaaia may be 
conveyed from one outstation to an- 
other In a few mlautea by a 'reliable 
anti not too adventurous pilot. Already 
the lownera of tbe big sheep runs in 
Australia go from station to station 
In motor cai-a in preference to using 
horses. Despite bad roads, w no roads 
at all, the car of tbe proper colonial 
type will average a better speed over 
unbroken country than a horse, but 
when one considers tha*. even a mod- 
erately powered «eroplaae will cover 
80 to 100 miles an tour, the immeUate 
adTantagea to the owner ot • big 
sheep (run wlio wisttw to keep in close 
touch with Us flock will be easily 
perceived. 

For ether than inspection purposes 
tbe aoroplane would be of equal ad- 
vantage, tor moat big ranohas and 
runs are tar ramovad from railways, 
and it woulli frequently be quicker 
and more pleasant for the owner to 
fly direct to the nearest city, when 
bound there on business, than to en- 
dure n long and tcdioua railwny Jour- 
ney. 

A certain firm owns some property 
In mountainous country, whence they 
excavate tungsten. The site of the 
works Is only 40 or 50 miles from a 
port on « straight line, but a ridge of 
mountalna Interysne. No railway can 
go to it without a detour of hunilreda 
It ' of miles or the tnaking of elaborate 
cuttings and tunnels al a cost of many 
millions of pounds. Consequently all 
the material baa to be packed over tbe 
mountalna m mules tor 50 miles or 
so. by «leviout tracks and passes at 
a vast expenac of time and labor. Yet 



There are two routes from Banga- 
lore to Colombo, one via Madras, in- 
volving a days sojourn in that city, 
but with the advantage of a direct 
mail route lo Colombo, the other by 
cross-countiy tracks to Trichinopoly 
and thence on. One experience of 
the latter w/ll suffice for most peo- 
ple. In our case ihe return Journey 
was sampled. All went well to Trich- 
inopoly, then began a weary rattling 
and stopping and starting from about 

in tbe 

morning. Then a turn-out at Erode 
in the dark to join the train to Jalar* 
jpet. Erode is a straggling Junction 
'with a long bridge' over the tracks 
across which one shepherds the litfle 
bscd of luggage coolies with the 
smaller gear, and wonders what will 
happen to the heavy baggage left far 
behind in tbe darkness. After per- 
sistent reminders to the station mas- 
ter and guard, the heavy stuff ai. last 
emerges ou to the dimly lighted plat- 
form. Experience has long since 
abown the risk ot trusting to the pos- 
Bcs^.on ot a booking receipt to insure 
that luggage will be cared for. It 
may eventually reach Its destination, 
but there is no necessary relationship 
between the time of its arrival and 
that at which its owner steps on to the 
platform and anxioualy pushes 
through the crowd to the luggage 
brake to And that his belongings are 
com'ing by a later train. Therefore 
personal attention and possibly a ju- 
diciouB expenditure of small silver is 
needful to tnalnUln uninterrupted 
connection between the traveller and 
his heavy baggage on an Indian 
croaa-countiT Journey. 

Once In the train to .lalarpet some 
sleep is possible, aa there is no danger 
ot over-running one's objective. About 
seven comes "chota-bazri" (little 
breakfast) a( Salem (always reminis- 
cent ot Salem, Maas.). Salem, Ma- 
dras, is a pleaaantly situated town 
among wooded hillg. it is noted for 
Its mangoes and has some Industrial 
pretenalons. The cbou-hazrl, bow- 
ever, waa not very good. Sour but- 
ter and nearly raw eggs d<d not ap- 
peal to tbe present writer. But that 
ol course is simply a matter of taste. 
There are those who prefer eggs 
which have been merely "carried 
through the kitchen." 

About 11 a.m. comes Jalarpet and 
breakfast and a four hours' wan in 
a grilling sun, reflected from a barren 
hillaide opposite tb« atation, tor the 
aftamooB train to Bangalore. The 
tim* may be occupied i^n writing mails, 
a* J«larp«t Is an Important junction 



many others, truly a 
dream lo be seen for half an anna. 

Madras is a city of long distances 
and great contrasts. On the marina, 
which runs for miles along the shore, 
are many tine public offlces and other 
buildings, such as the Presidency Col- 
lege, but opening oni of It are abso- 
lutely primitive native quarters. The 
"People's Park" has fine broad roads 
and stately trees. 

On the way trom Madras to Co- 
lombo many well-known places are 
passed: Tanjore with ilf lemples. 
Jewellery aod inlaid copper work; 
Trichinopoly with historic assoo'ations 
relating to Clive and old-time battles 
with the French, Then comes Ma- 
dura, whrc side by side flourish an-' 
cicnt Hinduism aud ' its temples, 
wh'.ch are among 'he marvels of 
Southern India, and mod«m textile 
mills, and a new technical institute. 

All these things are not seen from 
tbe railway, and so to dwell further 
upon them in the absence of actual 
knowledge would merely he to tran- 
scribe the guide book. Some» hours 
after Madura comes tbe aea, and what 
is much more like "India's coral 
strand" than the wharves and ware- 
bouses and hotels of Bombay which
